The Madame’s Brothers Identl- 
lied as the Men who Imper­ 
sonated the Crawfords. 


Attempt Made by Canadians to 
Capture an American Yessel— 
The Affair will he Reported 
to Washington. 


Erie, Pa., Aug. 12.—Silver Spray, a fish­ 
ing boat, came in port this afternoon in a 
badly shattered condition due. to an en­ 
counter In midlake with the Canadian rev­ 
enue cutter Petrel. Canadian authorities 
have had trouble for years with American 
flshermon who were perching on their 
.^Ide of the lake and the Petrel is kept on 
the lookout for them. 
About noon she 
came upon the Silver Spray on the Cana­ 
dian side and at once ordered Captain 
Chau to stop. The Petrel is a strohg steel 
craft, and, it is said, attempted to ram the 
American boat before she could comply 
with' the formr’s Ordrs. 
Captain Chau, 
remembering the fate of several other 
boats from this side which had been cap­ 
tured and confiscated, tfied to escape. The 
Fetrel opened fire with all guns on board 
and before she ceased firing twenty shots 
had struck the Silver Spray. One passed 
through the smokestack into the pilot 
house in which Chau stood at the wheel 
and tow more struck the pilot house, one 
of which came within a few Inches of him. 
The fact no one was killed Is miraculous. 
The chase was continued some time and 
Chau was nearly in despair, as.his cold 
w'ater pump refused to work and he was 
afraid his boat might be struck below the 
water line and sunk. He got across the 
dividing line, however, and thè Petrel 
gave up the pursuit. Chau will report the 
affair to the state department at Wash­ 
ington, as he says he was only looking 
for some of his nets w’hlch had drifted 
from this side toward the Canadian shore. i 
A large number of American fl.shlng 
tugs have been confiscated by the Cana- 
d^n government.

The same dis­ 
patches, which have been communicated 
to the Russian and Austrian embassies, 
state the insurrectionary movement is in­ 
creasing daily. 
Hllml Pasha, inspector 
general of the sultan's Macedonian re­ 
forms, reports young men^ln all Bulgarian 
villages fleeing to the mountains to Join 
insurgent bands. , Many Bulgarian peas­ 
antry. wished to remain neutral, but were 
compelled by threats to help the revolu­ 
tionary committees. Hussein Hilmi, pasha 
of the Vail of Monastlr, reports a similar 
spread of the insurrectionary movement 
In Vilayet, Salónica.

Sofia. Bulgaria. Aug. 12.—The foreign 
office has received very disquieting news 
from its agent at Sukub.

000. isigned by State Auditor McCullough, 
is in possession of the commisloners of the 
Illinois and Michigan canal, but State 
Treasurer Busse has refused to counter­ 
sign it and permit its payment. This Is 
the first time in many years, probably In 
history, that a regularly drawn state war­ 
rant has been turned down by the state 
treasurer. 


W. L.^ Sackett, of the trustees, came 
to Springfield early Monday morning. 
Assistant Attorney General Gillespie ren­ 
dered an opinion to the auditor that the 
Buke injunction has been dlssolve<l, that 
no appeal’Bag 
to the supreme 


court and that, he would be safe in is­ 
suing tfic warrant. Mr. McCulibtigh, ac­ 
cordingly drew .the paper and handed it 
to Mr. Sackett, who hustled to the treas­ 
urer’s office, where he found that orders 
had been given by Busse and Andrews 
that warrants for canal funds* should 
not be honored unless he was there and 
gavec onsent..

Jefferies, and the sanitary district by 
ex-Congrcssman * William Springer, 
of Washington, D. C., and James 
Todd. 


The first witness heard was City 
Engineer H. C. Beasley, who told of 
¿the sewage system and water supply 
¡of the dity of Peoria. 
The second 
witness was Peter 
Casey, general 
manager of Corning distillery, who 
wos examined by Mr.

proved a good witness for Chicago. 
His evidence was along the line of 
the condition of the river before and 
after the opening of the drainage-

F M tn u ter General Payne has decided 
on an important step, which will prac- 
ticaUy put the railroads of the country 
uoder the protection of the United State« 
government and prevent interference with 
interstate commerce toy striker*. 
This 
wUl be accomplished by maMns eveir 
railroad train a mail train and by com 
missioning railroad conductors, baggage- 
masters and other trainmen as employes 
of the United States postal service and 
empowering them to handle mails. 


Postmaster .General Payne and Assist 
ant Postmaster General 
Shallenberger 
!have bad the matter under consideration 
for several months. The agitation, how­ 
ever, which really led to the adoption of 
the new policy has been growing for sev 
eral years and like so many other impor 
tant steps adopted by the postoffice de­ 
partment of late years is the result of 
the tremendous growth of the rural free 
delivery service. 
This service has re* 
: suited In more than quadrupling the cir­ 
culation of newspapers throughout the 
country in the period of six years. 


Protests were received at the depart 
ment from the entire country regarding 
the inefficiency of the mail train service. 
Officials have Endeavored to devise 
means of relief. 
After long consldera 
tlon it was thought Impossible to arrange 
any plan which would prove satisfactr/>y 
to the government, railroads, publishers 
of newspapers and the millions of .sub­ 
scribers. 
The fact that the government 
'required all mails to pass through the 
postoffices and handles them 
only 
in 
sealed pouches was the greatest draw­ 
back to the quick service desired and, in 
fact, to the sending of United Staffs 
mails on any except mail trains. 


The> postal officials declined to, enter 
Into an agreement whereby they would be 
responsible for malls not carried in closed 
pouches and handled by sworn employes. 
Nothing was done until Mr. Shallenberger 
gave the matter his personal consldera 
tion and devised a new plan. It Is really 
an amplification of the system used by 
the publishers of newspapers in sending 
out* their mail editions. It has been the 
practice of publishers to Intrust bundles 
of papers to trainmen on trains which do 
not carry mail, with instructions to throw 
off the packages at certain points. This 
system has not been entirely satisfactory 
The government has now decided to as 
mme the responsibility for the carriage 
and delivery of these newspapers and will 
commission and pay salaries to th« train­ 
men over and above the compensation re 
eived for the regular work. In putting 
into effect his far reaching policy each 
case where additional facilities are needed 
will be considered separately. When the 
request for additional mail train facilities 
is received at the department an employe 
of the railway mall service will be as­ 
signed to the case and will attend to the 
preliminaries of looking to the commis­ 
sioning of trainmen as employes of the 
postal service and 
of 
arranging 
the 
schedules. 


Any train—passenger, local or freight- 
wili be empowered to carry mails and the 
CJnited States will hold itself responsible 
for their delivery. 
This means that in 
case of a strike every train which carries 
these spccial mails will be just as much 
under the authority and protection of the 
federal government as through and local 
mail trains which run on a regular daily 
schedule, and when all the arrangements 
have been made and the plans of the de 
partment put into effect there will be few 
trains which are not either regular or 
“special” mail trains. 


There are some preliminaries still to be 
arranged with railroads, but there is not 
the slightest reason for doubt that the va 
rious systems will gladly avail themselves 
of the privilege extended to .them for se­ 
curing almost absolute Immunity from 
mob violence by federal protection. The 
governmeht will be permitted to settle 
upon the salary to be paid to the traln- 
rricn. At the coirting session of congress. 
Postmaster General Payne will ask for a 
spc«4ial appropriation to pay the salaries^ 
of these special employes. 
Until such 
'time, however, the trainmen employed by 
^the govemment wil! be paid out of the 
jjenral fund of the railway mall service.

The former is the most important 
analysis, as showing the germs in the: 
water. 
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A number of the leading rail 
roads of. the west are considering a 
scheme whereby their empjoyes will 
hi& otit to them through à central 
employment agency 
by the 


companies for their mutual benefit. 


The adoption of the plan would 
mean the establishment of a general! 
employment bureau with offices in 
different cities through which every 
railroad narty to the agreement will 
engagé all of its minor em|»lòyes. No 
final action has been taken—though 
it has been definitely decided that 
the railroads shall enter rato an em­ 
ployer’s agreement—but a 
rough 
draft of the plan is in the hands of 
the leading railroad officials of Chi­ 
cago. This draft will be thé basis of 
the organization which has practically 
been decided on. 


The action is the railroad's reply 
to the threats of the labor organiza­ 
tions. of which the employes are mem­ 
bers. It has for months been bruited 
about that a stand of some sort would 
ultimately be taken. 


There is to be no single-handed 
warfaré against the labor linions, but 
a concentrated effort, in which the 
following railroads, it is stated, will 
act in unison: 


Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe. 
Chicago & Alton. 
Chicago & Eastern Illinois. 
Chicago & Northwestern. 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy.

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An Oeean Qraveyard, 


The most impoi^nt headland in 
the world is Cape Bace, the south­ 
eastern exti-eniity of Newfoundland. 
It has also a most unenviable no­ 
toriety. 


Some of the most terrible trage­ 
dies in marine annals have occurred 
on this rugged, dangerous fore shore. 
Ân oiHcial chart shows the disasters 
tliere during the past forty years. 
Together with lome not inscribed 
thereon they represent a total of 
ninety-four complete wrecks of 
ocean going vessels—steamers and 
Bailers—involving a loss of about 
2,000 lives and $30,000,000 in hulls 
and ciirgoes. Ships which stranded 
and afterward escaped are not in­ 
cluded. Last year alone eight steam 
nnd two sailing vessels came to grief 
there, thirty-iive persons perished 
and a ])roperty loss of $2,000,000 
was involved.—McClure’s Magazine. 


Cavernous Ocean Depths. 


The deepest indentation into the 
earth’s crust is probably in the Pa­ 
cific, but there are some cavernous 
depths now well defined in the At­ 
lantic. 
Of the latter ocean four 
miles and a half may be taken to be 
the greatest depth. 
The average 
depth of the whole océan may be 
taken as about two English miles. 
Contrary to former opinion, recent 
re^ rc h has clearly proved that the 
^ a te r depths do not lie in the mid­ 
dle of the ocean, but in the neigh­ 
borhood of the drv land. The latest 
ascertained deptn of the waters 
covering the d ^ h is thus stated by 
Prince Albert of Monaco, following 
Professor Kruimnel, to be the aver­ 
age in fathoms: Atlantic 2,013, In­ 
dian 1,828, Pacific 2,125, Antarctic 
1,804, Arctic 844, Mediterranean 
733.

It was at last surmounted by 
giving to a murderer the choice be­ 
tween his own death , or acceptance 
of the olTice of permanent execu­ 
tioner. The man lives alone in an 
old toWef built by Venetians on an 
islet outside the port of Nauplia, 
where necessaries are taken to him 
every morning bv the boatman, who 
is careful to exefiange no word with 
him. Twice a year a steamer calls 
for him and his instruments of 
death, and he leaves upon a tour of 
executions.

MELVILLE'S BRAVERY. 


tiM

An Incident in the tong servk» ot 
tUsar Admiral George W. Melvillo, for­ 
mer chlcf of the btircaa ot steam engl- 
neerfng, who rocently retired, whlcli 
liegan in 18<U. when tlie admiml and 
tbreo broth<?T9 entered the navy, etands 
out with great clcr.nuMW In «11 ac­ 
counts of his life, says tlie New York 
World. It was his plan for the destmc- 
tion of the Confederate cruiser Florida 
in tbo harbor of Bahia, Brazil. 


While Melville was ser%inir on the 
Wacbnsett v/hlcb was refitting in the 
B i^lian port, the Florida came In 
aii4 anchored within, flve^gbtbs of a 
milo of the qncb^ge of the Federal 
vesHcd. She cleaf^' docks for action, 
but a Brasilian vessel got in between 
tlie bolllgerentn ¿nd the Brazilian forts 
trained their gmia upon tho American 
iMpe. 


The Flortte declined a cballengo 
fiom Ibe Wncbusett to coroe outside 
and flgbt a dnel. Thereupon Oaptain 
Oolllns of the Waetmm»tt called a conn- 
dl of Ids ofBcers, and It waa decided 
that the way to dispoae of the Gonfed- 
ente emlsor waa to fnm ber while she 
lay at her anchorage. To this the ob­ 
jection was made that the shock of the 
Impact would tear the boilers from 
tbalr lashingii and cause Ibe death of 
every man below decks. 


*1 do not tbink the boilers will break 
loose,** interposed yoiiing Melville, “but 
if they do there need be but one man 
sacrificed, for, after the engines are 
started, I can work them alone and 
will order all hands on deck.** 


In the preparation for the attack Mel­ 
ville volunteered and succeeded in go­ 
ing aboard the Florida and ascertain­ 
ing the location of lier machinery and 
the strength of her battery. This be 
did in a rowboat, and the Florida’s offi­ 
cers of the deck seized him and throw 
him overboard with an injunction to 
get out or be shot. 


At 2 a. m. Oct 7, 1864, the Wacliu- 
sett, with lights out, was under way. 
Below decks were only Melville and a 
fireman named Bradley, who refused 
to leave his post. The affair wns nil 
over in twenty minutes. Then a haw­ 
ser was made fast to the Florida’s fore­ 
mast and while the Brazilian forts 
were Vasting aiiimunitllon in a per­ 
functory fire the Florida was towed out 
to sea. On the VVachusett only tlin*e 
men were wounded, Melville receiving 
a cut across the left halid.

The Pennsylvania railroad Is build­ 
ing at its shops !n Altoona, Pa,, an en­ 
tirely steel pa^enger car for use.on. Us 
underground'system in New York. The 
car is an experiment It is fifty feet 
long, with a vestibule, but no step», 
idnce the platform of the vestibule will 
be the same height as the platform of 
the Stations. The only wood about the 
car is In the rattan seats, says the New 
York Worid. 


The car is so built that it can be 
used not only on the Pennsylvania uur 
derground system, but on all other 
systems in New. York. It will be heat­ 
ed by stc^m and equipped with air 
brakes and electric lights. The car 
runs on two trucks of four wheels 
each. The electricity will be generated 
from the axles of the car. The car Is 
now on the wheels and will be turned 
out for a trial run in a few weeks.

Thi> secretary of agriculture will ask 
congi'ess next winter for a, special ap­ 
propriation for carrying on the work of 
soil inoculation, savs a \;r>juIugton 
special to the New York Times. This 
Is a new branch of work In the depart­ 
ment which has grown out of the dis­ 
coveries made within the last few 
jears in regard to the dependence of 
l^niniinous plants on bacteria which 
live on their roots. The discovery Is 
described by scientists as one of the 
most important of those inade as the 
results of modem agricultural experi­ 
mentation: 


The department will take up the plan 
of supplying tree to farmers to all 
mrts of tho United States the partlcn 
ar bacteria for inoculation which they 
may df^ire and apply for. A large tat>- 
ointory has been fitted up for this 
work. 


The^method will be to propagate the 
Imcterlfl required In large quantities 
for each of the various leguminous 
plants, such as clover, alfalfa, soy 
beans, cowpeas, tnres and velvet 
beans. All these plants are of incal­ 
culable value in difllerent sections of 
the country aa sources of forage for 
farm animals. In the west alfalfa Is 
the universal reliance for stock raisers, 
and the farmers of the east are trying 
to establish It, but meet with great dif­ 
ficulty in doing so, chiefly for want of 
the special bacteria which ahould be 
flonnd in the roots. 


The function of these bacteria is to 
fix the nitrogen of the air and supply 
it .as food to the plant Without the 
presence of the bacteria the plant can 
get only the nitrogen which is supplied 
from the soli in fertillBers. With the 
aid of the bacteria the growing plant 
can derive the greater part of Ita food 
flom the air. 


ilie department will send the pack­ 
ages which contain the preparations 
for inoculation under the frank of the 
department or of representatives or 
'senators who may apply for them In 
behalf of eonstltnents. The bacteriolo­ 
gists of the department have been, at 
work for over a year past on the 
scheme and have tested tiieir work 
carefully at the Arlington farm. These 
teata have uniformly proved ancces^ 
fnl.

LOSES THSra FiNaEBS 


Albert DeFreltas Catches Hand 
in Tbreshlngr Macbine and is 
Badly Injured. 


Albert DeFreitas, while working 
with George Caldwell’s threshing ma­ 
chine on the Myers farm Wednesday, 
one-half a mile south of Arcadia, in 
some manner caught hië hand in the 
grain fan and before he succeeded in 
extricating it, three finges were so 
badly lacerated that it was necessary 
to amputate them near the hand.

The mangling of the fingers 
was made all the niiore painful in 
that the tendon leading from the 
index finger remained attached to 
that finger and breaking loose at the 
elbow was pulled out of his arm by 
the blow that tore off this finger 
Dr. J. M. Wolfe, of Arcadia, was 
called and he at once made the neces 
sary amputations and dressed the 
hand. 
In the afternoon Mr. De 
Freitas was brought to this city by 
Dr. AVolfe and tajcen to his home on 
Sandusky street. ' Should no compli 
cations set in it will still be severa 
months before this hand can be used 
The tearing of the tendon from the 
arm makes the injury not only most 
painful, but will prevent its healing 
rapidly. Mr. DèFreitas is about 50 
years of age and lives with his family 
on Sandusky street.

missionary Institute at Chautau­ 
qua, N. Y., held its final sessions the oth­ 
er day, says the Philadelphia Press. An

Thomas À. Edison at Orange, N. J. 
Clarence Dallyj an assistant to the

.demonstration, while* Mr. Edison him­ 
self sufférs from tie disturbed fcróss 
of one of his eyes through experiments* 
with the mysterious light In an en­ 
deavor to find"for it some commerclal 
utility. 


Mr. Edison was recently seen at his 
home in tlewellyn Park, Orange, by a 
New York World reporter and asked to 
tell the story of the experiment which 
disabled Dally and. came near making 
Mr: Edison sightless. 


“Don’t talk to me about X rays,” he 
said. ‘T am afraUf of them. I stopped 
experimenting with them two years 
ago,' when I came near losing my eye­ 
sight, and Dally, my assistant, prac­ 
tically lost the use of both of his arms. 
I am afraid of radium and polonium, 
too, and I don’t want to monkey with 
them. 


“Up to two year* ago I was deeply 
interested in X ra#ì. I used a fluoro- 
scope which I Invented, a pyramidal 
box with one open end, the smaller, 
and a larger closed end, the covering 
being a chemical sheet against which 
the object to be examined is placed, the 
rays being focused upon It. 
I was 
making experiments In a dark room 
that l : liad constructed lii1 ohé end of 
the lsborntW* P was lookirig for an 
iitìpnived crystal, imd thère were dally 
résnltt that fascinated jiie und kept my 
.eye glued1 to the flinòro^c^e virtually 
airttié time.' 


“I used my left eye, and one day 
when reame out bf the’ dark rodm and 
closed my right eye for a moment ev­ 
erything looked ’ dòtible. I hastened to 
an oculist, who said that my eye was 
something over a foot out of focus. 
It Is still imperfect, and I do not think 
that it will ever be entirely well. 


“When I noticed the effect upon my 
eye I captioned Dally. I told him that 
there was danger in the continuous use 
of the tubes, but he persisted because 
lie was so enthusiastic upon the sub­ 
ject 
The only thing that saved my 
eyesight was that I used a very weak 
tube, while Dally Insisted In using the 
most powerful one he could find. 


“The, box of the fluoroscope only par­ 
tially covered his face, so that the light 
fell upon his hair and made It fàll out— 
that Is, what was left of it after expos­ 
ing bis head to the light in a reckless 
way to illustrate its power. Parts of ills 
hand and arm were also exposed to the 
action of the light;

Mr.' Alfred Mosely, .whose commis­ 
sion of trade union leaders to the Unit­ 
ed States last year to inquire into in­ 
dustrial conditions here excited so 
much comment, is about to follow it 
with another, this time of educational 
experts,' says the New York Commer­ 
cial Advertiser.

one class, although the application of 
education tto industrial efficiency will 
receive special attention. The originn I 
idea was to send a commission first to 
Germany and then to A.merica, but it 
was found that each coubtry would re­ 
quire a separate inquiry for itself.

Scientists may some time find use for 


mosquitoes. On the western plains prai­ 
rie dogs have been regaled as even 
more useless pests, and now comes a 
man who says that they serve such a 
purpose that henceforth Instead of 
states offering bounties for them they 
will encourage the propagation of the 
little beaSts. Louis Grosmentir (nomen 
et omen?) has, according to the Omaha 
Bee, discovered that prairie dogs are a 
very great aid to the cultivation of al­ 
falfa. Mr. Grosmentir says that alfal­ 
fa, to grow, must be Infected with a 
certain fungus, and; that there is no 
agency of infection so good as the 
despised prairie dog. Uis discoveries 
are the result of four years of tests.

Florists have long aimed at a blue 
rose and a yellow peony, and the latter 
has arrived first, says a London cable 
dispatch to the Chicago Inter Ocean. 
The plant Is small and the blossom Is 
of a golden yellow tint. It is grown at 
Oranbrook, in Kent, and its appearance 
has caused some excitement in the 
horticultural world.

One sb ^ r ’ or mpre widely loved 
coóki not well have been chosen for1 the 
high office. Sarto sits in the chair of 
Peter because" of Ids splendid worth; 
Politics^ either of state or church, had 
naught to do with his elevation. 
Of 
all tins cardinals of the sacred college 
Sarto knew least of political Intrigue 
and hatreds. A pure soul, above world­ 
ly things, he wears with peculiar pro­ 
priety the title of “holy father;’* 


Sarto spent half of bis Ufe in teach 
tog the young. For many years he w as 
tbe priest of a bumble parish, with 
slender income* upon which there were 
many claims. He was past the merid­ 
ian of Ulie when honors sought him out, 
and then he rose to a bishopric. Pro­ 
motion came fast after that,, although 
Sarto made not the least effort to setee 
the prizes above him. 
H is works 
brought the rewards. 


Popé Pius X. is absolutely adverse to 
the church pugnacious. 
As patriarch 
of Venice Sarto had most pleasant re­ 
lations with the king añd queen of 
Italy, showing to them that the spirit 
of peace was Btrong within him and 
that there was in his heart no atom 
even of bitterness toward his temporal 
sovereigns. 
Indicating fully his idea 
of the whole 'diity of the clergy, he 
reformed the abuses in the diocese of 
Mantua, of' which be w as bishop, in­ 
sisting upon the clergy attending to 
their reUgioas exercises to the poor 
and sick. 
B e also held' most modern 
view s upon education, and brings to 
tile Vatican a breadth o f mind that 
canas* Call to stitt further exalt thè 
papel Influence throughout the World.
